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MBA Speaks On Student Cynicism

In tin- last issue ol The Bell 
Hinder, an editorial ap|M'are<l in 
which the student Ixxly w as blasted 
lor its extreme cy nleisni. lack of in- 
volvement in the workings of the 
school, and generally bad overall 
attitude. We at the Bell Binger 
have heard various ami sundry 
comments regarding this article 
and tin- topic on a more general 
basis as well: thus we decided to 
give MBA a chance to speak on tla- 
issue. 

In inters lews conducted by The 
Bell Binger with faculty ami 
students, there was only one ques- 
tion that received a unanimous 
answer. That question was. Do 
sou Ix-licvc that there is a signifi- 
cant amount ol student cynicism at 
MBA. and is there a corrcsj huh ling 
lack of student ins nlvernent?" 
W ithout exception. the answer was 
“yes” Where the difference* came 
was in interpretations ol the 
magnitude of this issue as a prob- 
lem. the causes o| the problem, and 
what could In- done to solsc this 
alleged cynicism, il indeed it is a 
problem. 

In response to questions concern- 
ing the causes of this student at- 
titude and lack of involvement. 
The Bell Binger received a my riad 
ol responses. Noting that a protest 
atmosphere and a student distaste 
for school involvement are preva- 
lent more on the campuses of col- 
leges and private schools than at 
public high schools, senior Doug 
Jenkins suggested money sis a 
cause*. "It is hard to feel that you 
owe the school anything when you 
are paying $3500 a vc-ar just to at- 
tend." Ik* noted. Jenkins also feels 
that u certain amount of this type 
of attitude is inevitable among 
teenagers, "who just happen to Ik* 
at MBA while- they are going 
through this |x-ri«xl." he added. 


One faculty member placed 
much oi the blame squarely on tlx- 
shmildcrs of MBA, noting that tlx- 
requirements of the school, par- 
ticularly of the English depart- 
ment. demand that students Ik*- 
eome critical thinkers, and this 
particular professor fci-ls that a cer- 
tain amount ol student cynicism is 
inevitable in the wake of such 
demands. It should lx- noted that 
this teacher did not leel that this 
kind ol cynicism was a great pmb- 
Icm. 

One res|mnse from a faculty 
mcmlicr as to the causes ol the bad 
student attitude was "a growing 
lack ol < hristian influence on cam- 
pus." Another teacher, who asked 
to remain anonymous. rcs|Mindcd 
that there were some problems of 
the same kind [cynicism, bad al- 
titudes) prevalent among the facul- 
ty , and that this attitude among the 
teachers could not help but rub oil 
on the students. 

Several teachers blamed lamilv 


backgrounds for resultant student 
attitudes. Falling into this category 
wen* excuses ranging from broken 
homes to children who had lx-- 
coine, in the words of one out- 
spoken faculty member, “spoiled 
little rich kids" 

Surprisingly . in interviews with 
The Bell Binger. no faculty 
mcmlicr placed the blame on the 
students themselves. At least no 
faculty member would blame the 
students when lulkiug with Tlx- 
Bell Binger. Only students, such as 
senior Aaron Ishervvixxl. would of- 
fer as a possible cause that the 
slmlcnts were Ix-ing hvjx-r-criticul 
simply for the sake of living hyper- 
critical. W hile Isherwixxl believes 
that some of the blame la-longs 
vv ith the school, he insists that it is 
not a major problem, and that it is 
simply a fad for the students to la- 
cy nieal. 

There were more varied rcs|x>nv 
es to the question "( am this lack of

student involvement and cynicism 
Ik- solved?” One student felt that 
MBA could do a great deal to help 
the situation simply by being more 
responsive to the expressed needs u! 
the students. Mr. Owen felt that 
the necessity of student involve- 
ment shold In- emphasized at regis- 
tration to tlie freshman class. He 
noted. ‘*1 do not feel that you have 
to worn to much altout tin 7th 
and 8th graders. They arc pretfy 
gung-ho about things on campus. 
It is with the new-found freedom 
of high school that a motivation 
not to lie as involved with I he 
school talus over, and it is when 
the student enters high school that 
he should l»e told the im|>ortance 
his involvement in school activities 
is to the school.” 

Some faculty members ami 
students fdt that the students 
themselves could and would solve 
the problem themselves when they 
got ready. Said one senior: "It's a 
lari." Added Mr Sullivan. 
“Students at MBA are critical 
because their friends are critical, 
and liccuusc they led it is Un- 
popular way to lie. After a w hile, 
this too will pass." 

A surprising contingent o| the 
MBA community . however, felt 
that a solution was not imminent . 
Said one admittedlv cynical senior. 
"An example ol why we arc cy nical 
is the inability of the student coun- 
cil to get anything done. But I 
don't think anything can In- done 
altout it. because the council is a 
pi i p | m ( of the administration, anil 
after all. Dr. Crowell ami Mr. 
Bondurant are in charge " Another 
senior remarked that "MBA fosters 
such an aura of unhappinevs that 
the only thing the students want to 


do is to go get drunk. That is not 
going to change.” 

Mr. Elliott remarked that he felt 
a certain amount of cynicism was 
inevitable In the type of environ- 
ment seen at MBA or other 
somewhat-exclusive private educa- 
tional institutions, lie said. “I saw 
it (cynicism and lack of student in- 
volvement) at \ underbill. It can Ik- 
attributed somewhat to the strin- 
gent requirements of such an in- 
stitution." The inevitability of- 
teenage cynicism was mentioned 
by Jenkins and echoed in tlu* com- 
ments of many other students. 
es|ieciully seniors. 

Coach Owen disagrees. Said Mr 
Owen. “You only have to look at 
the list of students who helped us 
vv it h the state track meet to see that 
many students are willing to be- 
come involved. Of course, there 
could always lie more.” Coach 
Owen ill >cs not believe that the 
problem is worse now than it ha< 
belli in the past. Me concluded. 
"You set- more of it now liecausc of 
the larger student ImiiIv . but I think 
that if I did a study. I would find 
that about the same percentage ol 
students are involved in athletics 
anil other extra-curricular ac- 
tivities now us in the past ." 

So. the i|iiestion remains. M as 
the editorial in the last issue ol The 
Bell Bingcr correct? Are cynicism, 
student attitude, and lack of stu- 
dent involvement major problems? 
Coach Elliott believes they are. 
Coach Owen docs not. Tlu- stu- 
dents have their opinions, too. 
W hat is known is that many facul- 
ty ami students have expressed con- 
cern that there is indcitl a prob- 
lem. ami that these concerns re- 
main a hot topic on campus. 


Baseball Advances to Region

The varsity huschall team had a 
very successful season this year. 
The team, picked the finish in the 
middle ol the district, udvancixl 
through the district tournament to 
the Region for the first time in 
several years. Coach Jefferson said 
that the squad played “much fierier 
than expected.” and “played up to 
its imtcntial for the first time in a 
while." The team was also “very 
fortunate" in that injuries ami 
grades did not hit it hard Several 
players hud “exceptional seasons." 
including David Mclllwain. Bobby 
Morales. Jefl Caw. Will Nowell, 
anil Thomas Warren. The rest ol 
the squad, with few exceptions, 
hail gm h I seasons, and everyone 
contributed greatlv in one way on 
another. The team hail an overall 
hatting |>erccntugc of 292. with 
Nowell's .5-12 leading the way. ami 
an on base percentage of .454. vv ith 
Nowells .888 and Caw's .818 
leading the way . David Mclllwain 
led the pitchers with u 4-3 record 
and a 2.57 KKA Nowell hud an 
8-2 morel w ith a 2 .90 ERA The 
overall ERA was an excellent 3.47. 

The squad's o|K’ttcr against Eli A 
wus ruined out. so the first game 
was plaved at Antioch. The Bears 
sent the Big Bed home with an 0-1 
record, winning 14-8. MBA then 
dedicated the new baseball field 
with the trouncing of Millvv ckkI. 
Endowing a 4-4 tie w ith By an. the 
team travelled to Clarksville to 
defeat Clarksville N.E. 8-5. MBA 
next hosted the I.S.N.A. Tourna- 
ment. In the first round MBA beat 
Ezell Harding 9-1 In the semi- 


finals. the l.i|>scoml> Mustangs, 
defending Class A state champions, 
fell victim to the Big Bed. falling 
5-2. However, the showdown with 
Brentwood Academy was raineil 
out. ami MBA was co-champion, 
rather than champion. The team 
next returned to district play at 
powerful Overton. Mclllwuin 
pitched sii|M-rhly . but it was not 
enough as MBA fell 2-1 on only I 
hit uguiust John Mitchell. Eollovv- 
iug a 7-3 v ictory at ( dcncliff. and a 
19-1 trampling of llillsl>oroo. the 
Big Bed had a |>oor outing and was 
defeated by Antioch at home. 10-1. 
Millwood then got revenge for the 
11 1 loss with .1 3 2 will, dropping 
the team's record to 8-4. The team 
l>cgun the stretch run with a 4-3 
win over urch-rival Eat her By an. 
embarrassing the Irish with 4 runs 
in the last inning. Endowing a 13-5 
loss to district champion Overton, 
ami u rainiNit with Clcncliff. MBA 
trounced Pearl in a double- heat ler.

Nashville Youth Network Started

On Saturday . May 14. alxiut six- 
ty high school students gathered at 
Ransom Teacher Center to par- 
ticipate in a conference entitled 
“Action Through Awareness.” The 
conference was put on by an 
organization called the Nashville 
Youth Netw ork vv hich seeks to help 
youth solve the many problems 
which late young |x-oplc todav. 
“Action Through Awareness" was 
designed to bring concerned youth 
in the area together to discuss these 
problems ami formulate ways that 
youth could become involved in the 
community to solve them. 

'The conference offered six 
separate workshops from which 
participants could choose, each ad- 
dressing a different youth-related 


problem. 'The workshops included 
discussion in drug abuse, suicide, 
alienation, teen sexuality and its ef- 
fects. nnemplov ment. desegrega- 
tion. discrimination, anil juvenile 
justice issues. Each session wus 
structured around presentations 
given by youth and adult sjx-akers 
followed by open discussion of the 
issues. The aim of each separate 
workshop was to come up with 
concrete plans ol action to lx- 
followed by the Nashville Youth 
Network in the future 

Tlx- Nashville Youth Network 
(NYN) itself is a year-old organiza- 
tion instigated and managed by 
youth with adult advisors from 
scx-ial service agencies in the area. 
The group was founded by Jumcs 
Bernard and Darrell Williamson of 
Hillsboro High Sch«x>l with the 


ho|x- ol stimulating youth involve- 
ment in problems which affect 
•hem texlay . For the past month or 
so. a core group o| about 20 area 
high school students has Ix-en 
meeting with the adult advisors to 
plan the conference. 

'The conference was a great suc- 
cess. with a significant turn-out. 
nx-dia coverage and overall com- 
munilv support. Most of those- at- 
tending the conference expressed a 
great interest in joining the con- 
group of NYN. thus greatly incrcas- 
ing the amount ol student support 
Ix-hind the organization. The most 
notable achievement of this con- 
ference. however, was the plans of 
action draw n up by the indiv idual 
workshop. Solutions to problems 
ranged from publishing directories 
in order to alert teens to needed 


•axial serv ices to creating a vouth 
lobby to influence youth-related 
legislation. 

The plans of the conference will 
not stop on pu|K-r. however, as the 
M N plans to continue meeting to 
put these ideas into action. The 
group will meet again June 2 in 
room 211 ol Hillslxiro High Scfxxil 
at 8:30 to discuss the future routes 
that NYN should take.

1'ixin extrance, one has two 
choices: turn to the right and enter into an 
urea with tables, concessions, and 
restrtxims, or advance straight ahead ami 
enter into tlx* large rcx»m where perform- 
ances ixx-ur. This small auditorium is very 
unique in its design. The obvious ambition 
of the club's ow ners Lx to give off a high-tech 
ap|M*arance. replete with the industrial 
simplicity of brick walls, and small 
multilevel view ing areas. 'The stage has been 
constructed a little higher than at most clubs 


in order to enable all of the crowd to « 
tlx* band.
